All tha old ones are crowded with 
work, and a new one has appeared In tbe 
tit'M. This ii< flu- NVw York Shipbuild- 
iuK Company, which is popularly f>up- 
posed to be backed by Henry O. Frick 
and Standard Oil inferesls, and which, 
dtirinn the past two years, ban spent 
s-tveral million dollars in the acquisition 
and lmi>rov>'mpnt of a larj^e tract of Del- 
aware river front in South Camden, op- 
pisite Philadelphia. Backed by ample 
cipital, tbe company haa designed its 
plant in the most scientific manner, and 
apparonlly intends to become a compet- 
itor of the Cramps and Newport News 
yards in the building of the largeat aised 
Vt'SBcla. Bids were put in by the com- 
pany for the armored battleships and 
cruisers, for which the tenders were ra- 
cently opened at Wa-^hinnton, but its lij?- 
urea are believed to have been too high 
to secure the contract. 

The conopany now has about 1,400 
men at work, and has contracts for four 
lartfe boats, three of which are for tbe 
American-Hawaiian Steamship Com- 
pany, plying between New York and 
San Francisco and Honolulu. When the 
yard is in complete order the number of 
employes will be lanrely Increased. 
Through the influence of H. C. Frick it 
is claimed that the company will be in a 
positioB to secure much of ita material 
cheaper than the other yards.
